intended effortto’pravent theChinese people

THE SCHUYLER MANSION AT 
ALBANY. 

At the closa of'a sultry day in August, a 
faw years over century ago, General Philip 
Seliuyler sat at the portals of thie old home- 
“stead Of Clinton-atrést surrousded” by “bia 
family, The country was ‘still ina etate of 
siegoand unreat. As dusk grow on o servant, 
approaching him, stated that a stranger.at the 
back gate wished to speak to him. Throa of 
the guards attendant upon the General were 
asleep in the house while three others wore in 
the garden, Having beon forewarned of a 
ruso to effect his capture, the General hastily 
bolted doors aod windows, and collected the 
fowily in ao upper room. Before he had 

- fairly time to astablish a defonca’ behind his 
own walls, the yards ‘about’ the’ mansion 
swarmed with thé attacking party, whom 
sorutiny discovered to bo a force’ of. ‘Torive 
and Indians, under tha leaderabip of. the 
potorions John Walter Myer,. To warn the 
sentriea in the garden and also. tho town, 
General Schuyler firod a pistol: from: the 
windaw. 
doors, Aathe third daughter of the General 
wns escaping with a babe in her arms, one 
of the atticking party asked her where 
was ‘hor master. With a rare presence of 
mind she replied that he. had gone to alarm 
the towu. The Torids wore by thia’ time 
plundering the housa of the plate and other 

: valuables, when the General ‘threw open'a 
window and in a loud voive called ont: 
“Come on, my brave fellows, surround the 
house and secure-the villnina who are plun- 
doring mo.”

Schuyler; during the ‘absence of General 
Schuyler in Eugland; «Tt is of brick, sixty 
fegt front by forty-five feet deep, is two 
storied. with basement in height, surmouated 
by dormer windows finda balnotrade ox- 
iending around the entire roof, and has a 
closed octagonal porch or vestibule in front. 
It faces the east and ia located onan olevated 
plot of ground, about’ twenty-five feet above

.tnd brass ornaments. - Tho hall-ia-wido.and
